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THE TRANSLATION OF IDEALS 

Many of the ideals, that true men have sought in every genera- 
tion, 'have lain within a country of theoretical imagery. However, 
there are idealb. even though ,in a far distant land, that have become 
rwlïries, and the success, of transplanting the theoretical into the 
practical, has largely depended upon the amount of concentration, 
which the individual has been able to bestow upon the task, for which 
nature had best endowed him. 

One of the greatest perils to all pilgrims in this quest is to be 
lured into the ritfalls of satisfaction. A French writer said "There 
is something in mc that has never been satisfied." -The. intensity 
which breathes in these words is that of a truly vital personality, for 
\vhile wc are unsatisfied, wc are, at least, alive; whereas to be in a 
state of satisfaction is to get perilously near the stagnation which 
heralds' death. 

What costs little will be worth little is still a law of human society ; 
for the men who achieved most in life, and whose names are "spirits 
breathing thoughtful breaths" arc thoic who trod -the thorny laby- 
rinths of opposition, bent on achieving the ideals îfTTheir lives. We 
may mention ihe name of VCiliiani Wilberforce who at the age of nine- 
teen years, proposed his famous bill in the British House of Commons 
for the abolition of slavery. His proposal was defeated by a large 
iptjority. Did not the land of his ideals seem a long way off? Wil- 
bérfoitee never lost sight of thç goaj, but gave his life assiduously to 
his task, and three days before his death at an advanced age his ideals 
became realities. v " 

E>'ery University Undergraduate should foster with guarded care 
C;^ertatii ideals which he hopes some day to realize. . During this stren- 
BOU» 'period of assimilating knowledge there are many setbacks. 
Sometimes it is hard for one weak in mathematics to realize that 
ijiathçjnatical knowledge is so important; or for the unwilling student 
of aniient and modern classics that languages develop' the min^ and 
are essentially necessary to a sound education. 

■ Ij^ is not the aim of any University that a student should live 
vhoU|| within a circumscribed curriculum of technical studies, but 
that êiery subject In his course, however apparently unnecessary, may 
be etijdied in order to develop the mind, and to make it easier for 
every aspirant to translate into realities the ideals of his life, 
i, there is no royal road to succqt^.' Li.ttle_by little are the heights 
l^ad^d, for every present has in^il^a futûre.PI'ndjeach to-day controls 
Its to-morrow. .... .. ^ - j

As a filudy in* étrange customs and 
startling Incidents, China is interest- 
ing because it has changed so little In 
point of view during the last two 
thousand years. The characteristic of 
China is satisfaction with the wisdom 
of tbe fathers, slowness lo let go of 
principles tested by ages. The good 
old-fashioned Chinese soldier slouch- 
ing along in bis baggy clothes, or 
doubled up on a pony, the shave-paled 
priest, the magistrate with his glaes 
button and peacock's feathers, the 
coolie in his blue cotton drawors, the 
plump merchant in hie silks, have 
been coming and going for two or 
three millenniums, Just about tho 
sime. Up lo two deca'desi^o the land 
seemed unchanged and unohdngeable. 
The empire hoe an organisation under 
which the nation has aa much Inter- 
nal peace, and more prosperity, than 
moet of Its neighbors. 

Nererthelees, even a month or two

the country; a Chinese po«t office 
takes your mall,. unless you make a 
point of iumtng It over to the foreign 
posta; Chinese steameni oplaah along 
the rivera; locomotives frighten. 
Chinese donkeys; Iron works clang; 
schools spring up; modem buildings 
arise; newspapers appear;' armies 
isre ci>eated; public opinion has be- 
coine , a fashion. — "The Obvious •

Hp sppaks Russian and 
many other languages fluently, and 
for a' year ho stayed in disguise in 
the city of Tashkent. 

In thé autumn of last year Major 
Uailoy resorted to the daring expedi- 
ent of taking service under the Bol- 
shcvlkl as one of their secret ugcnis, 
and was sent by them on a mission 
to Bokhara. After an abortive' at- 
tempt to establish their authority In 
Bokhara, the Bolsheviki had rëcog- 
nized the independence of that fanati- 
cal Muhammadan state, but cither 
party to the treaty was distruslful 
of tho other, and as a professed Bol- 
shevik Major Bailey would have had 
great difficulty In securing admission 
to the city of Bokhara. He therefore 
assumed the character of an Atutrian 
prisoner of war, and in that capacity 
spent a couple of months in the city.

A SORT OF SUPBRtSTATB. 

"There were some supporters of- the 
League whd. In tiheir great enthu- 
siasm, appeared to expect that the 
L«eaguo would become a sort of super- 
state, with a sovereign authority over 
all its members, with its own-ainhy 
and navy to enforce, its decisions. 
Such a cojicepUon of the League to- 
day was a stumbling-block to its suc- 
cess, but who cotild say that what 
w«s impossible and impolitic to-day 
might not become the natural growth 
of the youag League." As time went 
on a more and more perfect' constl- 
tutlori would be evolved, and on this 
point he would remind bis hearers 
that the British CVinstifitlon was not 
evolved in a day, but was tho result 
of centuries of experience and he, 
therefore, appealed for patience; "pa- 
tience to waitch and ward the new 
building, to encourage tne builders 
and lo ;irotf«t It agalns'. the luthlcta 
hands of open enemies or too enthu- 
siastic friends."; 

Lady Bonham Carter, in seconding 
the reepIuMon.^ sald that the greatest 
argument for the League was tiiat the 
world could not do witlmuL li.

IDKAI.ISM AXD PROfiRKSS. 
Every man is an Idealist. From 
the wastrel, whose highest concept 
relates to alcoholic or other sensual 
IntoxIcaUon, to the genius whose 
constant ideal is the knowledge of 
that definite Truth of the universe 
which men call (Jod-«.ll are IdeallstH 
—and the man of the street ranges 
himself somewhere on a rung be- 
tween. 

Dut what Is an Ideal? Is It some 
bliss producing, Utopian Infatuation, 
Bomo crack-brained fanUcy of an Ill- 
developed mind, a nervance of im- 
potence, a long .delicious slumber, a 
riot, or what? That is for us to de- 
cide : and as there aro no two mon 
IdonUcal. neither is it likely that 
there are two ideals. An Ideal, or an 
Individual's Idonl, is tho highest de- 
sire of bis mind. It is a desire be- 
cause, besides the Idea of a future 
happier state, there arises an im- 
pulse to action— to aaUsf)- the deslro. 
Even tho pup as he explores the 
variegated odors of his little M-orld, 
sniffing restlessly about -for the deli- 
cacies of the garbage can.' is an Ideal- 
ist of a sort; for within his darkened 
mind he must surely conceive of some 
future delightfulness towards which 
his backyard peregrinations manifest 
hlfl Inmost desire. 

Hence all men desire ; and In pro 
portion to the "loftiness," the In 
telllgencc, tho coniprehenslvcnesH of 
their desires In the light of tho tinl 
versai process is their idealism great. 
For desire Is the essence of idealism 
It Is a trite saying that happiness Is 
never In the present but always in 
the futiiro. .md .since that happiness 
Is projected so our Ideall.sm Is hut tho 
effort of tho Imofrlnuiion to construct 
the grandest: Utopia of whIcW our 
mentality Is capable to conceive. 

Wo have said that Idealism varied 
with liumnnlty Itself. One man— 
ono Ideal. Tt matters 'niât how de- 
praved or how magnificent tho mind 
that (IcHlros— tho Ideal is there— and 
It will be conceded that the grandeur 
of any concept must depend directly 
upon tho dëvelopment of the Intellect 
that conceived it. Just as the strength 
of a niUHcIe dopemls upon the number 
and size if Us fibres. The mind of 
a Plato, a! Newton, or a Kant pro- 
duces its own Ideal us comprehonslv'o 
as the Intellect Hi source, and requir- 
ing almost as great an Intellect to 
understand ^nd Interpret It. I.lttlo 
wonder, then, that we cannot appii'- 
clnte our :;reatcst Ideiillsts, thai to 
onr relative Imbecility their language 
lu jargon; their thought vtmm and 
meaningless. We forget that mls- 
undeiBtandlng is a law of human na- 
ture, and also one of Its saddest — thai 
no two minds can utterly comprehend 
tlie other, nay, even comprehend them- 
selves. 

But ideals and desires imply ac- 
tivity, and conversely where activity 
If! slight Idealism is likoly to be at a 
low ebb. Progres.s Is merely tho 
sequence of events viewed In the light 
of our ideal. Thus, if my Ideal is 
the groatest wealth of monèy, then 
progress to me Is a steady increase 
In my Income, but, on the other hand, 
If it be wealth of mind, every event 
that brings with it new thoughts, new 
concepts, new energy is an event in 
progress, while all that 'interferes 
with that IdeaT is retrogressive. What 
we call progress tells us ovir ideal. 

Yet whether rational or Irrational 
this Idealism of ours, this hunger of

the human heart and mind for happi- 
ness, truth or perfoction, etc., means 
progros.s In some direction, conferr- 
ing and devoting health and vigour 
of the organism, but In Its absence 
there Is only stagnation or decline. 
We arc never satisfied, and perhaps 
never will be satisfied, with our own 
approximation to that Ideal, liut tho 
little progress made has not been 
without its Joy, even enabling us to 
exei-t.greater energy In.the.enlighten- 
ment ' of. men. Idealism Is thus 
biologically valuable. The races 
which possess It most desire most, 
work most, and therefore develop 
most. 

We can discern two opposing 
currents of thought in relation to 
human purpose. One breathes ro- 
bustly of the optimism of youth and 
imagination, realizing that man's 
knowledge Is but the grain on the sea 
shore, true— In a sense a vast con- 
glomerate of poorly co-ordinated 
fact.s woven into theories or consoli- 
dated into laws, which In turn dis- 
solve before hewer theories, but 
nevertheless a. pitlfur little aggregate 
compared to the Infinite unknown. 
Yet we are fools to despair.' Tho 
human brain has wrought so much 
and lonrnt so much, what may It not 
yet. achieve In tho hundreds of cen- 
turies that await it? It Is unfortun- 
ate that the mind can hold so little. 
A conception or two and it Is steeped 
In despair or enraptured with possl-' 
blllty. Thus for that other current, 
the conception of the germ plasm 
which some would claim as the only 
Important feature of life— this dis- 
mally projects before us a picture of 
the Individual become tho slave- 
bearer of the germ plasm — and noth- 
ing else. Is this all that pertains io 
life? True, life cannot persist with- 
out reproduction; but reproduction is 
but the mechanism of evolution. Tho 
more outstanding significant feature 
Is the evolution not the continuity of 
germ plasm ; for If tlie liittèr wëre 
the sole function of lite there would 
be no need tor differonttation, all the 
marvellous complexity and beauty of 
the human mind would he tlhiibcer.- 
sary, tiay, uncomprehenslble. Why 
require a Jesus, a Shakespeare, or a 
Kant to carry on the germ plasm 
when an ordinary bacillus would do 
Just as well?. Indeed, the spores ot 
some bacteria are more resistant, 
more roliust than ever wo could be. 
No! tho process at work seems to 
have for ils end a mighty IntoUiRonce, 
an infinitely complex bein,!; arrived at 
through the passage of . centuries or 
mlllenitims'. . 
. But this as well an the depresalnir 
germ pla.nni theory Is only the Ki)ecii- 
lation of the human mind, the secret 
of which still rests in the unknown, 
and the possibilities of which lie open 
for the Imagination to hold its re- 
velry. About these things we can 
at bottom bo only agnostic. Let us 
remember that Idealism Is the sine 
qua non of progrcsa, the only atti- 
tude which keeps, mind at Its highest 
efficiency and hence enables it to 
reach Truth; for idealism ae we have 
Slid means energy, force, virility, 
constant striving after a lofty goal 
and not the Indolence of cerebral do- 1 
generation, or the cobwebs of Intel- 
lectual sterility. Emerson says: 

"Wo Judge of a man's wisdom by 
his hope knowing that tfje- perception 
of the InexhaustlblenesB of nature Is 
an Immortal youth."

On the crest of a hill in Scotland, 
a very broad hill, near tho village of 
Glamis, there stands à stone wall, 
partly 
woods. 



bllng onsbught of wind and weather 
In outline it Is tho shape of an oblong 
and to the superficial observer It 
might have been the foundation of n 
factory on a huge scale; but close In- 
Bpectioi) shows It to have been built 
long before factories supplanted tho 
spinning Jenny room and drove tho 
country people to the towns. Mora- 
over, factories were never erected on 
solitary hilltops, miles away from 
trade arteries. To bo next door, so 
to spesk, to the scene of Shake- 
speare's "Macboth" and Barrle's 
"Window In Thrums," the wonder Is 
that its history has never come to 
light. Perhaps Its history Is lost in 
tho forgotten past; at any rate tho 
old wall has a story and that story Is 
sometimes told to those who visit the 
neighboring hamlet of Charleston, on 
rainy niphts, when It is unpleaaint to 
be out of doors. 

The wall Is credited wjth being tho 
original foundation of' iho famous 
Castle of Glamis, that charming old 
baronial mansion, around which F.n 
much tradition has boon written. 
VIllaKors say that the first site se- ; 
lected for tho castle was tho hill. ' 
The plans wore laid, tho ground 
marked out and the earth upturned 
as fast as spades could delve'. Masons 
and laborers were brouicht from dis- 
tant parts, the work o( btilldinR begun 
and in a short time advanced to tho 
height at which it may now be seen. 
It could, tradition has It, advance no 
further. Why, nobody knew and no- 
body could delernilno. Build as fast 
as tlioy miKhl, employ as many men 
a.s thoy could, or work longer hours 
before they laid down chisel and mal- 
let, the masons could not make the 
wall rise higher. Kacli night beforo 
they W«nt home, they would measure 
It. To thoir astonishment next day 
they would find the wall at the same 
height as ihey found it the morning 
befoio. I'^roni day lo day tho same 
procedure was followed, and from 
day to day the same result 'obtained. 
ThP wall, like pptpr Pan, would not 
grow up. 

Then a curious Incident happened, 
A mason was wending his way slowly 
over the hciather-covered moor when 
bis eyes fell upon à piece of paper, 
lying at the mercy of tho wlrid, care- 
fully folded. On the note was writ- 
ten, in verse, a warning that the 
castlo would never rear its head on 
the hill, hut must be built "down by 
the Dean." The mason was struck 
with tho impriit of the lines. He

nations too long we might be too late 
M we had been in the case of Russia. 
In delay was a danger of setting up a 
new balance of power with the Allies 
on one aide, and Germany, Russia and 
Turkey on the other. The other step 
was the abolition of the Supreme 
Cotincll, wihlch'wos an ad boc body 
created to make . peace, but which 
neither repreeented . democracy nor 
settled the' affaire of the world.' The 
world was heartily tired of It.
